He an- 
nounced that Chinese parachute 
troops have gone into action 
against the Japanese for the first 
time. 

Wedemeyer disclosed that opera- 
tions in the China theatre are aim 
ed at assisting the Soviet army by 
hampering the northward move- 
ment of Japanese troops. He said 
the American command here has 
been collecting information on Jap- 
anese for the Russians for “some 
time.’

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Russia Declares War 


The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
has declared war on the Japanese Empire, 
proving very definitely that the best part 
of the Potsdam conference was held back 
from the public 

This declaration, coming but a few 
hours after the use of atomic bombs 
against Japan, makes it evident that the 
United Nations are employing every effort 
to force an unconditional surrender from 
the Japanese without further bloodshed. | 
For surely only a suicidal maniac would 
insist upon holding out longer against the 
combination of circumstances now arrayed 
against the Nipponese forces 

Russia comes in at a moment oppor- 
tune both for herself and for her allies. 
For while the atomic bombs rendered the 
destruction of the Japanese home islands 
a certcinty, there was always the possibil- 
ity. which haunted the minds of many 
military experts, that the Japanese emper- 
or and court, which in the Japanese con- 
ception are Japan, might move off into the 
heart of Manchukuo and continue their 
plans of conquest from those inaccessible 
regions. That step could not have altered 
the certainty of allied victory, but it could 
definitely have postponed it 

Russia's role in the war will render this 
move unlikely or, at least, unprofitable 
She will be in the position of holding 
Japan in place so that we may administer 
the coup de grace. 

Russia's decision has doubtless 
accelerated by our use of atomi 
She realizes that if she is to have a voice 
in the complicated Asiatic readjustments 
that will follow a Japanese defeat, she 
must render active participation before 
those bombs bring Japan to her knees 

It is, of course, only right and proper 
that Russia should play a part in deciding 
the future of contiguous territories such 
as Mongolia, Manchuria, Korea and other 
States presently dominated by Japan. Un- 
less she is satisfied in the settlements, her | 
dissatisfaction would be the source of pro- 
longed unrest in those regions. 

Her declaration, then, belated as it is, 
is still valuable and fortunate. And the 
Japanese war, whether it is brought to an 
end by surrender or obliteration, can be 
regarded as almost over

Doubtful Tactics 


A conscientious objector, being charg- 
ed in Calgary with being absent without 
leave from a camp at Banff, has testified 
that .he was informed that he could gain 
his release by giving $5 monthly to the 
Red Cross. 

This offer did not come, it appears, 
from an official quarter. Nor is it alto- 
gether sure that the defendant disclosed 
additional conditions upon which his re- 
lease was to be effected 

Nevertheless there is a grave implica- 
tion here that cannot be allowed to stand 
without closest investigation. There re- 
mains a suspicion that some sort of a deal 
was proposed, in other cases as well as his 
own, involving payments to the Red Cross. 

It is not fair to the Red Cross, that 
monumental instrument of humanity, that 
its finances should become entangled with 
the fate of conscientious objectors or that 
its coffers should become receptacles of 
what is little more than bribe money. 

It would, of course, indicate a spark of 
decency even in the heart of a conscien- 
tious objector should he become a regular 
contributor to the Red Cross. But this 
great organization does not need to be 
financed by blackmail nor would its heads 
tolerate such a Suggestion. 

Moreover, there is another vital prin- 
ciple involved. Canada cannot afford to let 
go unchallenged the infamous suggestion 
that any offender against the laws can 
buy his way to freedom for $5°a month 
—no matter how worthily that money is 
employed

Donovan didn’t like the set-up,| 
but he had given his word so he 
strode through the angry throng 
and climbed into the starter’s box 
Immediately he ran into more 
trouble because two of the three 
groundsmen, believing they might 
have to follow Haley if there was 
another bad start, and thinking 
Donovan was just a green hand, 
refused to work 

“Well,” Jim drawed in re-
